that Gaston B. Means was, and had 
been, trading on the names of his 
superiors without warrant and with- 
out their knowledge.” 

Later, said Remus, Means again 
approached him and repeated his of- 
fer, this time for a eonsideration of 
$125,000 and that Means told him 
the money was to be divided in four 
parts, one to the chief justice of che 
U. S. supreme court, one to the U. 38. 
attorney general, one to the chief of 
the bureau of investigation of the 
department of justice and one-quarter 
to Means, Remus declared he again 
turned the offer down. 

The story of this transaction was 
not told before the senate commit- 
tee, stated Remus, because the inves- 
tigation ended suddenly, while he was 
expecting to be recalled to the wit- 
ness stand. 

Convicted of Conspiracy. 


Remus was convicted on a charge 
of conspiracy, in the fifth district fed- 
eral court of Ohio, at Cincinnati, on 
January 21, 1924. He was sentenced 
to serve two years in the federal 
penitentiary and to pay a fine of $10,- 
000, arriving in Atlanta to commence 
serving his sentence on January 25, 
four davs later. 

He is also under sentence of one 
year and a $5,000 fine, after convie- 
tion in the Ohio state court:, the pris- 
on sentence yet to be served. 

His trial was sensational in the ex- 
treme, it being charged that he had 
made wholesale withdrawals of liquor 
from government bonded warehouses 
on illegal permits. 

Remus gave out his statement to 
newspapermen in the office of the 
warden of the penitentiary. He an- 
swered a number of questions clearing 
up points in the sworn statement 
and, after half an hour's ccnversation, 
returned to his cell as, he ssid, “duty 
called.” 

Remus’ statement wus 
before H. Hi. Frick, notary 
and, in full, reads as follows: 

Affidavit By Remus. 
State of Georgia, County of Fulton, ss: 

I, George Kemus, of lawful age, a citizen 
of Cincinnati, Ohio, of my own voluntary 
will and accord, without promise of reward, 
directly or indirectly, and for the sole pur- 
pose, so far as possible, of correcting a 
great wrong and injury, and for no other 
purpose, make this affidavit: ‘ 

On or about the 10th day of May, 1924, 
one Harry Stern, an attorney for the United 
States senatorial investigating committee, 
popularly known as the ‘‘Wheeler-Brook- 
hart ceommittee,.’’ came to me here in At- 
lanta, and represented to 1 that he had 
as much power as any member of the com. 


sworn to 
public, 


gan by telling me that the senate commit- 
tee would “throw themselves behind me,*’ 
and that they would get me out of here 
as soon as possible. He told me that I nad 
better get in with them if I wanted to get 
out of here. He said that they (the sena- 
torial committee) were out to ‘“‘get’’ Attor- 
ney General Daugherty, and that it was 
common knowledge in Washington that I 
had paid some one between $250.000 and 
$300,000. He said he wanted me to make a 
statement that would directly implicate 
Harry M. Daugherty, as United States at- 
torney general, in ‘graft’? money. I then told 
him that I had never even met Daugherty, 
or talked with him, and that I Knew of no 
illegal transactions in which he (Attorney 
General Daugherty) was implicated. Stern 
said that they were out to “zet’’ Daugh- 
erty; that if I helped the Wheeler-Brookhart 
committee to ‘iframe’’ some of these trans- 
actions on Daugherty, personally, they (the 
senate committee) would help me to get 
out of the penitentiary. I again told Stern 
that I had never met Mr. Daugherty. who 
was then attorney general of the United 


Stetes. 
Never Met Daugherty. 


T now state the fact to be that 1 never 
met Harry M. Daugherty before be was 
attorney general ef the United States, 
while he wag attorney general of the 
United States, or since he ceased to be 
attorney general of the United States, nor 
have I ever communicated with him by 
word of mouth or on paper, either directly 
or indirectly, except that I have retained 
reputable attorneys, whose names will be 
furnished if it becomes necessary, who, as 
my atterneys, and in my behalf, and be- 
fore I was incarcerated here, attempted, 
as my attorneys, to get Attorney General 
Daugherty to do, or permit to be done, 
something that would prevent my 
ceration here, and that all of said attor- 
neys each reported back that Attorney Gen- 
eral Daugherty would in no wise interfere, 
or ask anyone in his department, to inter- 
fere in my behalf, saying in snbstance, 
that the law must take its course. The 
records bear me out when I further state 
that without fear or favor, he prosecuted 
me and my -associates most vigorously 
through all the courts of this country, and 
successfully defeated my every effort 
avoid conviction and the serving of a sen- 
tence. The records further show that twice 
in the United States supreme court, he, with 
his assistants, defeated me in my efforts 
to escape conviction and sentence. 

In one set of cases I had won tn the 
nisi prius court on a question of law, aud 
notwithstanding my conviction and sentence 
in the other case, the attorney general 
prosecuted error on these cases, in which I 
had won on a question of law, which the 
records show is not a common practice for 
the attorney general, and succeeded in these 
cases in having the lower court reversed, to 
my injury. The obvious purpose of the at- 
torney general, who disagreed with the find- 
ing of the lower court, was to have the law 
established once and for all by the supreme 
court of the United States, and this he did. 

The public has already been ‘advised. 
through the press, of the unhesitating and 
vigorous prosecution in my case, at all 
times, and at all stages, by the department 
of justice.

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FLIERS POSTPONE 
- HOP TO SATURDAY

Postponement of the flight of the 
American army world fliers from 
Ivigtut, Greenland, to Indian Har- 
hor, Labrador, until Saturday was 
definitely decided because of the con-

The gale, which had raged through- 
out Wednesday night off Ice Tickle, 
had died down this morning and the 
rising barometer seemed to promise 
a possibility of the fliers continuing 
their air voyage from Ivigtut to Lab- 
rador tomorrow, in accordance with 
the prearranged schedule. 

During the day, however, the cruis- 
er Milwaukee, which is stationed off 
Ivigtut, where Lieutenants Lowell H. 
Smith and Hrik Nelson are waiting 
to make their lance overseas jump, re- 
ported that the storm, which had 
been moving up the coast for seyvy- 
eral days, affecting the Labrador side 
of Davis straits, had reached the 
(;reenland shore during the night and 
that the wind was blowing with some 
severity. ‘Therefore it was decided to 
pnt off the flight until Saturday.

Coolide To Drop 
Into Routine Today 

Washington, August 28.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge will drop into. the 
routine of his office immediately 
upon his return here Friday from 
his two weeks’ vacation in Ver- 
mont. He will arrive in time to 
hold the regular Friday cabinet 
meeting. At noon, he will ad- 
dress delegates ¢0 the National 
Fraterna! Congress on the White 
Howse steps, 

In the afternoon, the president 
will hold his usual press confer- 
ence. Saturday, he entertains the 
Prince of Wales at luncheon.

Washington, August 28.—Coolidge 
returns to the white house Friday to 
face political, rather than govern- 


mental, preblems. 

He hus said he has no plans for par- 
ticipating ir the campaign ahd that 
he will stick to his desk and attend 
to government business. But uw survey 
of the situation reveals no govern- 
mental preblems worthy of engaging 
presidentiai attention. Foreign prob- 
lems—cedt funding and the projected 
second armament conference await the 
final decision of Germany as to the 
Dawes plan and the starting of the 
rehabilitation machinery proposed 
thereia. 

Only Routine Jobs. 

Domestically, there is nothing of 
consequence on the fire, with. congress 
out of the way. Even the problem of 
major appvintments is cleaned up 
with the selection of ambassadors to 
Japan and Mexico. All that remains 
for the president to do is to sign com- 
missions and other routine papers, & 
mere handwriting chore, and to ad- 
just minor difficulties between various 
departmenta! officials who are always 
quarreling over some petty matter 
and running to the president. 

But on the whole, there is nothing 
to tax the mental powers of a full- 
grown man, so far the working ma- 


chinery of the government is concern- 
ed. Later the president will waat to 
formulate policies for his December 
message to congress, but obviously that 
will wait until after election. Also 
he is soon to appoint his agricultural 
commission, but that presents no se- 
rious prablem. 
Must Withstand Smoke.- | 

So he is free, relatively speaking, 
to get into the campaign, and accept, 
if he cares to, the challenge of Sena- 
tor Wheeler, the independent, vice 
prsidential candidate, who on Thurs- 
day made it known that in his Bos- 
ton Labor day speech, he intends to 
open up on Coolidge and challenge the 
president to go out and show himself 
to the country. 

Republican strategy has np to now 
contemplated Coolidge working at his 
desk and ignoring politics while 
Dawes romps around the country hit- 
ting right and left, supplying the vep, 
salesmanship and personality for the 
ticket.

London, August 28.—Armed with a 
court order that permits her to come 
and go as. she pleases from Bourdon 
house, where she has been guarding 
the expensive clothing of her grace, 
the Duchess of Westminster, pretty 
Olgo Violand, the duchess’ black- 
haired maid, is eating regular meals 
for the first time in scveral weeks 
and has told the duke’s butler to go 
chase himself around ihe block. 

It was the duke’s butler, who, on 
orders from his master, sought to 
throw Olga into the street and who 
was ordered to treat the duchess in 
the same way if she tried to enter 
Bourdon house. Then, the duchess 
went to cuurt with \a piea that the 
duke be restrained from ejecting her 
from her home. The court learned 
that the duke’s servancs bad excluded 
the duchess’ maid from the pantry 
table and that the girl virtually had 
been in a state of sieze for several 
weeks. 

While Olga is making up for lost 
meals and lording it over her former 
tormentors, the duchess i. sailing 


toward the United States aboard the }- 


Majestic and the duke just laughs at 
his marital troubles and doesn’t per- 
mit them to interfere with his regu- 
lar pursuits. The suit of the duchess 
for possession of Bourdon house has 
been continued at the duke’s request. 

Possessed of one of the greatest for- 
tunes in the world, the duke has just 
spent nearly $5,000,000 eu ais pala- 
tial yacht, the “Flying Cloud,” and 
is preparing to leave Piarritz in a 
few days for the Spanish coast, where 
he will board her and have a cruise 
in the Mediterranean. 

Violet, who is the duke’s most re- 
cent, if not his last duchess, probably 
will join the Prince of Wales’ party 
when she reaches the United States, 
for she usually goes with his mervy se, 
in England. Both the duke and 
duchess are tremendously wealthy, 
both have been divorced frem previous 
mates and, although Queen Mary 
usually excludes divorce. persons from 
her court or pays them scant atten. 
tion, the Duke and Duchess of West- 
minster are in high royal favor. Or- 
dinarily, members of the bigher orders 
of nobility observe the noblesse oblige 
of their caste and maintain an ap- 
pearance of marital happiness, wheth- 
er it exists or not. This time, 
however, it appears that a divorce is 
inevitable and London society already 
is indulging in a few “I told you sos.” 

If the duchess attends the interna- 
tional polo games with Wales, even 
his spirited presence wili not~ keep 
her thoughts from her husband, for 
the duke organized the Ijnglish team 
and many of the ponies are from his 
stables, which are the best in Eng- 
land. Her grace may, perhaps, even 
see the ducal coronet on the English 


saddle cloths unless the cloths hare 
pene altered since the ponies left Eng- - 
ann. 

_ The wrangle about Bourbon honse 
is just an vpehing skuvaish. The 
duke has another house in London and 
the duchess is wealthy epough in her 
own name to buy a dozen if she want- 
ed them. The duchess probably will 
win her fight to remain in the house 
and then is expected to change her 
mind about wanting to live there and 
apply for a divorce. 

Whatever the result of their legal 
and domestic difficulties, the position 
of the pair is assured, for both are 
popular and neither ever will stand in 
the bread line in any country where 
money can be spent.

Lincoln, Neb., August 28.—Despite 
| President Coolidge’s interpretation of 
/plans for observance of Defense day, 
September 2, as a purely voluntary 
Governor Bryan, dem- 
ocratie vice presidential candidate, de- 
clared today that the war department 
is proceeding with its “militaristic” 
program for the day. 

“The war department's plan,” Gov- 
ernor Bryan said, -“is in confliction 
and out of harmony with the civil 
head of the government, which is su- 
preme. It ts attempting to go ahead 
with its militaristic program regard- 
less of the fact that the president has 
said there was no such intention ” 

Call to Able-bodied Men. 

The vice presidential nominee made 
this statement in commenting on the 
adoption by, the state convention of 
the Americar Legion at Grand Island 
of a resolution approving plans for 
Defense day. 

“Notwithstanding the president's 
statement that plans did not call fora 
mobilization of civilian forces,’’ Gov- 
ernor Bryan asserted, “the regular 
army officers of Nebraska have senf 
a letter to the draft boards that were 
used during the war asking them te 
call upon the able-bodied men from 
18 to 45 to take part in the mobiliza- 
tion test on September 12.” 

The nominee referred to a_ letter 
that had been sent out August 8 by 
Major General George B. Duncan, 
commanding the Seventh corps area, 
addressed tu “each world war sclective 
service officia! in the seventh area” on 
the subject of recognition of world 
war service and participation in hh 
fense test day. 

“It Is imminently fitting,” the let- 
ter said, “that the citizens who ably) 
assisted in the world war should par- 
ticipate in the exercises in an effort | 
to eliminate the errors made in war; 
time,” 

Compensation Planned. 

The letter directed the draft boards | 
to take charge in 
jurisdictions of efforts to obtain vol- 
unteers of military age and report to 
their communities the men which those 


communities must furnish in event of | 


another national emergency.” 

The nominee interpreted portions of 
the letter to hold out hope of obtain- 
ing compensation for the draft board 
officials for their past service in that 
capacity. * He said this was “an in- 
ducement for them to cooperate iv 
the plans.” 

“It is the purpose of the secretary 
of war,” Governor Bryan quoted fron 
General Dunean's letter, “to show 
the nation’s appreciation of your loyal 
and faithful service gratutiously ren- 
dered.” by recommending a bill to 
provide for compensation. 

Governer Bryan declared the regu- 
lar army bad no authority over draft 
boards in times of peace and Was 
without power to ‘‘direct such mobili- 
zation.” He has informed, he said, 
the “few persons’ who had answered 
these letters sent out in varousg IJo- 
calities chat the law contained no pro- 
visions calling on people to enlist thar 
day.” 

He added however, that he had 4di- 
rected all the military units of the 
state to assemble in their respective 
communities to cooperate with the fed- 
eral army to observe Defense day and 
has ordered all patriotic societies to 
lend their aid. He repeated his dis- 
approval, though, ef what he termed 
was 9 plan to “appoint mijitary eom- 
mittees to mobilize civilians in the 
state.”

are not indeed in attual conflict. In 
others a scientific view of aie world 
is taken for granted but little effort 
ia made to enlarge the conceptions 
of theology so as to include the re- 
markable advance of scientific know!l- 
elge and to arrive at aie unified 
world.” The conclusion is that many 
of the seminaries “could scarcely 
aunalify as educational institntions, 
since thev neither speak the language 
nor use the methods of modern edu- 
eation.” 

Pointing out that “denominations. 
Miecidental in origin, partly through 
the influence of seminaries, are be- 
ing perpetueted even in Oriental 
countries,” the report finds that as 
® group the seminaries “certainly 
sre not contributing to unity, how- 
ever much individual seminaries may 
held to that ideal. The influence of 
some of the seminaries goes deeper 
than this and tends toward divisive- 
ress.”

One Popular Tax. 


The tax on gasoline has become so 
popular among state governments 
since Oregon first imposed the levy 
in 1919 that thirty-five states now 
use this means of collecting revenues 
for highway construction and main- 
tenance. Municipal governments also 
have an eye on gasoline as a means of 
producing revenue. The average of 
the tax is about two cents, though 
twelve states make their levy only 
one cent a gallon and Arkansas im- 
noses four cents a gallon, which 
would seem to be somewhat’ un- 
reasonable because it amounts to 15 
or 20 per cent of the retail sales 
price. California, with a two-cent 
tax, will derive this year about $8,

salt which contains a minute quantity 
of sodium ivdid, and as this tastes like 
ordinary salt and costs the same it 
makes an excellent means of provid- 
ing an adecuate jodin ration for the 
family. 

Although the use of minimnam quan- 
tities of iodin or any compound or 
preparation of jodin as a prophylactic 
has brought about the cure of 
eases af established goitre, the heaith 
authorities do not advise laymen to ex- 
periment with iodin when goitre is al- 
ready established, and I think the 
health authorities are right about that, 
for in certain cases, certain unusual 
types of goitre, iodin in any quantity 
may prove injurious. In the cystic 
type of goitre it ean do not good— 
only surgical treatment avails. In the 
exephthalmie type it may do harm; 
in any such case, even if the iodin 
dees no harm, tle patient certainly 
requires proper medical care.

Despot Rules Fanatics. 

Few foreigners, or even Arabs who 
are not of the sect, have seen the 
capital. There Es-Saud, « men in the 
early 30s, rules like a despot, though 
Its aged father still is alive. In turn 
he is dominated by the fanaticism 
which gives the tribe its strength. 
His -neclination to lay the modern 
game of world politics is limited by 
the bitter prejudices of bis followers. 

An alliance with Es-Saud can make 
him only less of a menace, for his as- 
sistance jis entirely negative. Except 
for the Hedjaz, Yemen and a few 
other provinces along the coast, he 
controls all of the Arabian peninsula. 

By the 19th century the Wahab 
sect wes'sufficiently strong to threat- 
en the Turkish empire, ard, under 
orders of the snitan, the powerful Mo- 
hammed Ali of Egypt riaced his son 
at the head of an exved:tion which de- 
feated them and sent the <aders to 
Constantinople to be erecuted.

Nashville, Tenn., August 26.—The 
final. chapter in the caréer of Worth 
White, east Tennesste desperado, was 
written today when, acting upon an 
opinion by Attorney General Frank 
M. Thompson, Governor Austin Deay 
declined a claim for a reward of $500 
that had been offered for the arrest of 
White, on the ground that White wis 
slain, and not arrested, 

White was convicted for the killing 
of Sam Greer in Blount county in 
1919 and sentenced to 
chair. Afteg the trial, White was re- 
moved to Knoxville for safekeeping. 
but a mob was nevertheless formed and 
the jail was stormed, In the con- 
fnsion of the attack, White escaped. 

Governor Roberts offered a reward 
of $250 for White's arrest, and this re- 
ward remained unclaimed for five 
vears. During all of this time White 
had never been heard of. At last it 
was rumored that White was again in 
Tennessee, and residents of Blount 
county immediately began a search for 
him, but never found any tangib’+ 
trace of him. Meanwhile, Governor 
Peay increased the reward to $500. 

Last Mav at Warm Creek station, 
Ney., Gus Flangas and J. A. Simpson 
recognized White by photographs, 
went to the house in which he was 
staying, drew their guns, and ordered 
White to surrender. Instead. White 
drew and began shooting.

White 
then seized a small Japanese child 
and heid it in front of him as a shield, 
Flangas slipped around behind White 
and struck a fatal blow on the head.

INNO AIRBATILE 


Cordele, G., August 28.—(Special.) 
Death, in the form of two giant planes 
emitting doses of calcium arsenate, to- 
day swooped down on boll weevils in 
Georgia for the second time when the 
dusting demonstration of the effective- 
ness of the air war-on the scourge of 
the cotton belt was held at the Wheel. 
er plantation near here. 
enthusiastic crowd of farmers, busi- 
ness men and government and agricu}- 
tural department officials witnessec 
the success of the exhibition. - 

The Georgia dustings have  beeu 
held under the auspices of the Delta 
Laboratories at Tallulah, J.a., and the 
Georgia State College of Agriculture. 
The two planes spouted the white 
dust with such deadly accuracy and 
thoroughness that experts declared 
that no weveil could possibly live 
after the attack. Following the exh‘- 
bition a barbecue was served at Wil- 
liams park. Dr. George A. Mahoney, 
representative of Dr. N. R. Coad, di- 
rector of the United Srates- depart 
ment of agriculture laboratories, at 
Tallulah, La., declared that the weevii 
fight resolved itself in an effort on 
the part of the planter to drive the 
pest into the open, in order that the 
airplanes could reach and exterminate 
him, : 

Mahoney Speaks. 

He urged planters to cut and bifrn 
cotton stalks in order that the pest 
would have no place to hibernate for 
the winter, and stated that millions 
of eggs would be destroyed if the 
stalks were burned. ’ 

‘The planes do the work of many 
men, more effectively and more thor- 
oughly than they could possibly do it,” 
Dr. Mahoney said. “The weevil is al- 
ready beaten if planters wil follow 
the advice of those who have spent 
years of research in developing cor 
trol inethods. All that is necessary 


‘is to drive the pest inte the open an‘! 
‘then slay him as you would any other
